The guns were in a triangular formation and dug in to an approximate
depth of 1.4m., so that only the barrels could be scen.

4. 15 - 16 Jan 57
From 10.00 hrs, tank exercises took place. On each day approx. 15 AFVs
comprising T-54, T-34/85 and JSU-152, took part.

5. The concentration area for these cxercises was at 516.782. The AFVs
movied off in a NW direction. 4 tanks led, covering a frontage of approx.

. (approx. 150m. betwecn tanks). Approx. 200m. behind the lcaders,
3 fYanks followed, covering the gaps between the leading tanks, All groups
todk up this assault formation.
